Dear Bangkok Patana Primary School and Ms. Dana R. Nicholson, 

We are delighted to report on the successful completion of two library book projects in 
Markog and Rtse mda villages. A Bangkok Patana Primary School's contribution of 
16,962.29RMB and Ms. Dana R. Nicholson's contribution of 3,665.56RMB, plus, 
7,000RMB in local contribution, make this library book project possible. It is now 
benefiting thirteen local teachers and 279 Tibetan students. 

Previously locals had no library and students had no chance to read any books except 
textbooks. Teachers had to travel about forty-six kilometers to the local county town seat 
to purchase teaching reference materials. 

This situation has changed dramatically with the two libraries having dictionaries, 
storybooks, children's books, and teachers' reference materials in Tibetan, English, and 
Chinese languages. The libraries operate according to regulations and the librarians are 
students from above grade three, as well as teachers. The librarians open and close the 
library under the supervision of library managers. 

Since the creation of these two libraries, students have shown impressive interest in using 
the books in the new libraries. Due to previous experiences of lacking books, students 
and teachers value the new books. In sum, these books and the libraries provide a new, 
much expanded learning environment for students and teachers to enrich their knowledge 
and reading skills beyond school textbooks. 

On behalf of all the teachers and students, we extend our sincere appreciation to you for 
providing this useful gift.

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SCHOOL BACKGROUND 



Markog Boarding Primary School, which was established in 1970, now have thirteen 
teachers, 213 students (115 girls and 98 boys), and three Tibetan cooks. There are five 
grades and seven classes. The courses taught in the school included Tibetan, Chinese, 
Math, English, Music, Art, Morality, Sport, and Science. Four lessons in the morning, 
and three in the afternoon are taught for each class. Averagely, thirty students graduate 
from this school a year. Students are given eight day's break each month without given 
weekend breaks. Since most students live fifty km from school, they board at the school, 
while the students living near the school return homes at night. 

Rtse mda Orphanage School was founded as a private educational institute in 2004 by a 
local monk. Currently, there are sixty-six orphans from the local region. The founder's 
business has been supplying funds for the school. However, this orphanage school still is 
inadequately resourced for the children. For example, the desks and chairs in the school 
are deficient. Therefore, many students have to be sitting cross-legged on the floor with 
their books on their laps.

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SUSTAINABILITY 



After the completion of this project, FCA and local teachers selected librarians from 
students and teachers. These librarians manage the libraries according to the following 
regulations: 

1 . School headmasters will be in direct charge of the library. If the current headmasters 
of the local schools transfer to elsewhere, the next headmaster will be in charge of 
the library, and the teachers and chosen students will also be in charge. 

2 School headmasters will work closely with the librarians. They will check that the 
books are safe: whether the roof is leaking or not, the rooms tidy or not, and so on. 

3 Every day, the school library will be open 12:30-2:30 pm and 5:30-7:30 pm except 
during holidays. 

4 Students from grades lower than three may not take books out of the library or 
borrow them; they must read the books in the library. Only the students higher than 
grade three can borrow books from the library. 

5 Students or teachers who borrow books from the library can only take one book at a 
time. If they tear it or lose it, they have to pay the original price of the book when 
they return it otherwise, the responsible members must pay. 

6 When the students and teachers are studying in the library they have to read the books 
quietly and may not chew gum. They may not take sand or trash with them when they 
come into the library. 

7 When leaving the library at closing time the responsible teacher or student will check 
the pockets of the visitors. 

8 Whoever is responsible for the library cannot personally borrow books or let outsiders 
borrow books.

6. PROJECT GOALS: 

• Provide library books for two schools in remote areas. 

• Enrich students' education and give them a broader view of the outside world. 

• Improve local teachers' instructional methodology with access to a broad range of 
library resources. 

• Use the dictionaries, illustrated storybooks, and other suitable books. 

• Further students' level of study access to reading material beyond boring, dry 
textbooks. 

7. PROJECT DESCRIPTION: 

- Background of Beneficiaries 
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Markog Boarding Primary School which was established in 1970, now have thirteen 
teachers, 213 students (115 girls and 98 boys), and three Tibetan cooks. There are five 
grades and seven classes. The courses taught in the school included Tibetan, Chinese, 
Math, English, Music, Art, Morality, Sport, and Science. Four lessons in the morning, 
and three in the afternoon are taught for each class. Averagely, thirty students graduate 
from this school a year. Students are given eight day's break each month without given 
weekend breaks. Since most students live fifty km from school, they board at the school, 
while the students living near the school return homes at night. 

The school has inadequate facilities such as desks, stools, teaching materials, 
computers, photocopy machines, printers, and so on. Due to the shortage of desks and 
stools, as the student numbers increase, 3-4 students sit on one bench at one table. 

Furthermore, since locals do not farm, the school and locals purchase flour and 
vegetables from either the local county town or Xining City, which is 760 kilometers 
away. 

Rtse mda Orphanage School was built in 2004. It has 66 orphans from the local region. 
This private school was founded by a local generous monk. The school is resourced by its 
founder's business. However, the school still lacks many necessities for the children. For 
example, there are no desks and chairs in the school; instead students learn sitting cross- 
legged on the floor with their books on their laps. Importantly, there are no books beyond 
the textbooks. The opportunities for them to learn more about the outside world are 
seriously limited due to the remote location. 

- State the Problem & Proposed Solution 

These two schools locate on the Qinghai-Tibet Plateau at an average altitude of 4,000 
meters above sea level. Weather is harsh and there is occasionally no electricity (hydro- 
powered light) for the local school and even to the township during winter. The families 
in this region live in scattered and remote locations. Fetching water and walking to the 
school is very time-consuming. Local women fetch water from rivers with buckets. All 
the locals are Tibetan and 88 % are illiterate. The majority of illiterates are women. 
Moreover, as the schools are located in remote areas, few qualified teachers are willing to 
teach there. Consequently, teaching methodology has remained traditional. 

A severe problem is the lack learning resources for students, who only study the 
textbooks. Reading and studying the textbooks is dry and tiring, and students lose 
enthusiasm for school. Teachers and students are eager to have more books. Local 
students are always enthusiastic to learn new things and find any new books very 
interesting. A library is essential in order to improve the students' reading, interest in 
acquiring knowledge, and in improving teachers' teaching methodologies. 

Important Notes: This proposal seeks library books for these two schools. Local teachers 
will select and purchase books from Xining, the capital city of Qinghai. Each school will 
provide library rooms for the books. 
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8. PROJECT BENEFITS: 



• Students can easily access new knowledge based on their interest at school. 

• A broad range of materials, e.g., illustrated storybooks for easy and quick 
understanding, picture vocabulary cards, basic national law books, and teachers' 
reference materials and so on. 

• Students develop transferable skills for sustaining knowledge beyond the classroom. 

• Students communicate ideas using oral, written, visual cards, and books, 
accumulating knowledge. 

• Students become independent learners as they read in the library alone, which 
encourage them to be lifelong readers. 

• The students' knowledge and interest in different subjects dramatically improves over 
time. 

9. PROJECT IMPACT: 

• Students and teachers maintain a supportive and nurturing environment in the school 
libraries with the new books. 

• Windows to the outside world open rapidly as students and teachers turn the pages of 
new library materials, supplemented by textbooks. 

10. SUSTAINABILITY: 

This project is sustainable with the following library regulations (translation): 

• School headmasters will be in direct charge of the library. If the current headmasters 
of the local schools transfer elsewhere, the next headmaster will be in charge of the 
library, and the teachers and chosen students will also have responsibility. 

• The library will be open 12:30-2:30 pm and 5:30-7:30 pm daily except during 
holidays. 

• Students from grades lower than three may not take books out of the library or 
borrow them; they must read the books in the library. Only students higher than 
grade three may borrow books from the library. 

• Students or teachers can only take one book at a time. If they tear it or lose it, they 
must pay the original price of the book when they return it otherwise, the responsible 
members must pay. 

• When the students and teachers study in the library they have to read the books 
quietly and do not chew gum. They may not take sand or trash with them when they 
enter the library. 

• When leaving the library the responsible teacher or student will check the pockets of 
the visitors. 

• Whoever is responsible for the library cannot personally borrow books or let 
outsiders borrow books. 

• The library committee members who are responsible for the aforementioned 
conditions will be selected and listed below once the project is funded.
